Publicity in the Bethel Citizen and Norway Advertiser 
for shore property in Greenwood did bring forth some pos- 
sibilities and the committee did look into these offers fur- 
ther. The town also has a tax acquired shore property which 
the committee did check out. 


Listed below are the shore sites which the committee 
checked out: 


1. Carlton MacKay lot on Twitchell Pond—tax acquir- 
ed property. 


2. Herman Cummings, Jr. lot on route 26—former Lona 
House property. 


Wheeler property located on South Pond. 


4. Helen Bullus property on South Pond — formerly 
Hank Leach property. 


5. A shore property on Twitchell Pond, but final in- 
formation on this offer was unavailable at this time. 


The above shore properties are all that this beach 
committee were able to determine at this time. With the 
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space allowed, it is impossible to fully explain all the 
committee’s findings, but the committee will prepare a 
complete. report on the above mentioned findings which 
will be distributed at town meeting. 


The beach committee members serving you for this 
year have been Barbara Wilson, Chairwoman; Raymond 
Swan, Secretary; and Gary and Esther Fuller. The commit- 
tee would like to thank Tony and Mary Stone for their 
help and assistance during the past year.

The examination was in the form of a limited gen- 
eral audit and performed in accordance with standards 
established by the State Department of Audit and by the 
National Committee on Governmental Accounting.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF GREENWOOD 


January 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Greenwood has been com- 
pleted for the municipal year ended December 31, 1975. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits and supporting schedules. 


Net departmental balances lapsed to general fund 
surplus amounted to $8,937.34. This was occasioned by 
unexpended balances in excise tax and overlay accounts 
(Exhibit D). Most unexpended balances were carried for- 
ward to 1976 at the direction of the Selectmen. 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance wi $21,- 
138.74 was reconciled with a statement furnished by Casco 
Bank and Trust Co., Bethel, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $1,501.71 consisted principally 
of balances due from individuals for cemetery and high- 
way activities. 


Taxes receivable of $14,878.55 represented the uncollect- 
ed balance of the 1975 commitment of $14,609.28 and a 
balance of $269.27 from prior years. 


Tax liens amounted to $1,931.93 at the year end, while 
tax acquired property totaled $2,168.60. 
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LIABILITIES ... . Notes payable at the year end to- 
taled $3,000.00 issued during the year to complete the pur- 
chase of a new highway truck. This is a short term note 
maturing in 1976. 


SURPLUS ... . Appropriation account balances car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year amounted to $9,463.81, and 
represented departmental balances carried forward at the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $26,594.93 at 
the year end, an increase of $8,884.65 for the period. This 
increase was occasioned principally by payment of Town 
notes of $10,000.00 and net departmental balances lapsed 
to surplus. 


GENERAL ....A review of the Town Clerk’s records 
revealed the Selectmen were authorized to issue Town 
notes not to exceed $3,000.00 to complete the purchase of a 
new highway truck. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS ... . available from 
the State amounted to $8,536.05 of which $5,757.76 was ap- 
plied to reduce the tax rate. Federal revenue sharing 
funds available amounted to $42,461.97 of which $29,500.00 
ae used as voted by the Town. Detail is shown on Exhibit 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit proced- 
ures were utilized to the extend deemed necessary to de- 
velop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of 
the Town at December 31, 1975, and the result of its op- 
erations for the year then ended.

Report to the Taxpayers 
of Greenwood 


In 1975, due to the effort of David Holt, 3rd Selectman, 
we were able to place Bernard Brooks, and Coley Smith 
under the C.E.T.A. program. This program, which is paid 
for by the Federal Government, enabled the Town to ac- 
complish many projects such as, putting up the Little 
League Field fence, preparing the town dump, clearing the 
town pound, cutting off 1% acres of the Town Lot, which 
was sold to Central Maine Power. work on the Town Office, 
fire station and many hours on the town roads. 


The Town Dump, after some controversy this Spring, 
has been accepted by the taxpayers. According to the 
dump attendant, Earl Smith. there is less than 50% trash 
now being dumped in comparison to before it was closed 
to non-taxpayers. This should enable the Town to prolong the 
life of the dump, providing we obtain a variance from the 
State to continue use of it. 


The tax maps have been updated with certain parcels 
combined and separated. Every April the mapping com- 
pany will be updating the maps, as this will pertain to 
parcels which have been divided, or parcels which are 
found to be incorrect, or have been surveyed. The work 
should be minimal. 


As the State imposes regulations on towns such as re- 
quiring for maintaining our town poor to the amount of 
$3,330.00, and has taken away our T. R. I. monies, in its 
place we have requested a sum of $5,000 from Excise taxes. 
The property tax will continue to rise. 


With the modernizing of the Town Office, plus the ad- 
dition of the bathrooms and the new town office, the Select- 
men are requesting the combination of the Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, and Tax Collector into one job, with the work 
to be done out of the old town office. 


The Chairman of the Board attended Assessors School 
at Bowdoin College last July, passing the second of six 
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courses. These classes last a full week, with much know- 
ledge gained from its classes and by talking to other asses- 
sors from all over the State. Buildings will be valued by re- 
placement cost, less depreciation, plus or minus market 
value. Land is valued by location plus market value. 


Special thanks go to Representative Don Twitchell in 
having the Greenwood Road hot-topped and keepirg the 
Selectmen informed of pending legislation, to David Holt 
for his efforts and knowledge he has passed on to the 
Selectmen. 


This year’s Town Reports are dedicated to Harry M. 
Swift, who served as Selectman of Greenwood for 2 total 
of 31 years. Only the ones who have served before, dur- 
ing and after can truly appreciate his efforts and dedica- 
tion to Town affairs.

Ordinance relating to 
Flood Hazard Building Permit System 
and Review Procedure 


WHEREAS, the Town of Greenwood elects to comply with 
the requirements of the National Flood Insurance Act of 
1968 (P. L. 90-448, as amended): 


WHEREAS, The National Flood Insurance Program estab- 
lished in the aforesaid Act provides that maps shall be pro- 
vided by the Federal Insurance Administration identifying 
those areas of the Town in the flood plain having a special 
flood hazard: 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Town of 
Greenwood as follows: 


1. Permit. Before construction, relocation, replacement, 
or substantial enlargement or modification of any 
building has commenced in the special flood hazard 
area designated on the maps prepared in accord- 
ance with the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, 
as amended, the owner or lessec, or the architect, 
engineer, contractor or builder employed by such 
owner or lessee shall obtain from the (Code Enforce- 
ment Officer, Planning Board or Selectmen)* a per- 
mit covering such proposed work. 


2. Application. The application for a permit shall be sub- 
mitted in writing to the (Code Enforcement Officer, 
Planning Board or Selectmen)* and shall include: 

a. the name and address of applicant, 

b. an address or map indicating the location of the 
construction site, 

c. a site plan showing location of existing and pro- 
posed structure(s), sewage disposal facilities, wa- 
ter supply, areas to be cut and filled and the lot 
dimensions, 

d. a statement of intended use of the proposed struc- 
ture(s), 
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e. a statement as to the type of sewage system pro- 
posed, 

f. specification of dimensions of the proposed struc- 
ture(s) (length, width and height), 

g. the elevation (in relation to ground and mean sea 
level) of the lowest floor, including basement, and 
if the lowest floor is below grade on one or more 
sides, the elevation of the floor immediately above 
and 

h. a copy of the plans and specifications of the pro- 
sposed construction. This requirement may be 
modified by decision of the (Code Enforcement Of- 
fice, Planning Board or Selectmen)* when in their 
opinion such information is or is not needed to 
determine the conformance of the proposed con- 
struction with this ordinance. 


Fee. A permit fee of $10.00 (ten dollars) shall be paid 
to the town clerk (for compensation of the Code En- 
forcement Officer) with a copy of the receipt to ac- 
company the application. 


Review. The (Code Enforcement Officer, Planning 
Board or Selectmen)* shall review all aforesaid 
building permit applications to determine whether 
proposed building sites will be reasonably safe from 
flood. Any construction, relocation, replacement or 
substantial enlargement or modification of any build- 
ing, including prefabricated and mobile homes upon 
building sites in the special flood hazard area must: 
a. be designed or modified and anchored to prevent 
flotation, collapse or lateral movement of the 
structure, 
b. use construction material and utility equipment 
that are resistant to flood damage, and 
c. use construction methods and practices that will 
minimize flood damage. 


Subdivision. The (Planning Board, or Selectmen)* 

shall, when reviewing subdivisions under 30 M.R.S.A. 

§4956, assure that: 

a. all such proposals are consistent with the need to 
minimize flood damage, 
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b. all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, 
gas, electrical and water systems are located, 
elevated, and constructed to minimize or elimin- 
ate flood damages, and 

c. adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce ex- 
posure to flood hazards. 


Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall require new 
or replacement water supply systems and sanitary 
sewage systems to be designed to minimize or elimin- 
ate infiltration of flood waters into the systems and 
discharges from the systems into flood waters, and 
require on-site waste disposal systems to be located 
so as to avoid impairment of them or contamination 
from them during flooding. 


Regulations. The (Planning Board or Selectmen)* 
may adopt any reasonable regulations that are con- 
sistent with and in furtherance of the objectives of 
sections 4, 5, and 6, above, that they deem necessary 
for the propor enforcement of said sections and which 
are consistent with State law. 


Variances. The Board of Appeals may, upon written 

application of the affected land owner, grant a vari- 

ance from the strict application of this Ordinance un- 
der the following conditions: 

a. the strict application of the terms of this Ordin- 
ance would result in undue hardship to the appli- 
cant or would not be in the best interest of the 
community, and 

b. the hardship is not the result of action taken 
by the applicant or a prior owner in violation of 
this Ordinance. 


Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, upon written 
application of an aggrieved party and after public no- 
tice, hear appeals from determinations of the (Plan- 
ning Board, Selectmen or Code Enforcement Officer)* 
in the administration of this Ordinance. Such hearings 
shall be held in accordance with State laws. Following 
such hearing, the Board of Appeals may reverse the 
decision of the (Planning Board, Selectmen or Code 
Enforcement Officer)* only upon a finding that the 
decision is clearly contrary to specific provisions of 
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this Ordinance. An appeal may be taken within thirty 
days after any decision is rendered by the Board of 
Appeals, by any party to Superior Court in accord- 
ance with State Law. 


Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the (Code En- 
forcement Officer or Planning Board)* to enforce the 
provisions of this Ordinance. If the (Code Enforcement 
Officer or Planning Board)* finds that any provision 
of this Ordinance is being violated, (he or they) shall 
notify in writing the person responsible for such vio- 
lation indicating the nature of the violation and order- 
ing the action necessary to correct it. 


When the above action does not result in the cor- 
rection or abatement of the violation, the Municipal 
Officers, upon notice from the (Code Enforcement 
Officer or Planning Board)*, are hereby authorized 
and directed to institute any and all actions, whether 
legal or equitable, necessary to the enforcement of 
this Ordinance. Any person who continues to violate 
any provision of this Ordinance after receiving notice 
of such violation shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
subject to a fine of up to $100.00 for each violation. 
Each day such a violation is continued is a separate 
offense.
